The French Government will or- 
der the evacuation of Dortmund in 
the Ruhr tomorrow. This is in ex- 
ecution of Premier Herriot’s en- 
gagement that the evacuation of 
the Ruhr would begin the day. aft- 
er the signing of the London 
agreement. The agreement was 
signed in London early this after- 
noon, 

The economic withdrawal from 
the Ruhr is beginning immediate- 
ly. In fact, preliminary steps are 
being taken today throughout the 
Ruhr but, although the order for 
the military evacuation will be is- 
sued tomorrow, the troops will not 
be withdrawn until the economic 
evacuation is nearly completed. 

Several weeks will be required 
for the orderly retirement of the 
French economic organization, in- 
cluding the railway employes and a 
great variety of civilian functiona- 
ries. It took the French Govern- 
ment several months to form this 
administrative force, and it is con- 
sidered probable that complete 
transfer of this work cannot be 
made until well along in October.

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| How Radio Has Increased the 
Accuracy of Weather Forecasts 


forecasting. It is invaluable in the 

collection of observations and indis- 
pensable in the dissemination of forecasts. 
Officials of the Weather Bureau estimate 
that millions of dollars are saved yearly 
to shippers and agriculturists through 
the broadcasting of weather information. 

The interesting story of how the 
Weather Bureau uses radio to collect and 
disseminate weather news is told by Ed- 
gar B. Calvert, chief of the Forecast Di- 
vision of the Weather Bureau, in a re- 
cent interview. 

“The forecast work of the Weather 
Bureau may be divided into three parts,’ 
said Mr. Calvert. “First, the collection 
of the observations on which the fore- 
casts are predicated; second, the making 
of the forecasts; and, third, the dissem!- 
nating of the forecasts after they are 


made. 

Local conditions are little consider d 
in the making of forecasts for a partic:- 
lar locality, but dependence is placed 
mainly on conditions that prevail in more 
or less extended areas, principally to the 
westward. Therefore, it is necessary for 
successful work that there be availabi- 
to the forecaster reports from a consid- 
erable area and from stations so located 
geographically as to accurately indicate 
the conditions over that territory. For 
many years after the meteorological 
service of this Government was esta»- 
lished—a little more than 50 years ago 
reports were obtainable onty by telegraph 
and in the states east of the Great Plains. 
Rapidity in collecting the observation is 
an essential facter, and in the early days 
of the meteorological service a telegrap' 
system was devised which, with materi: 
extensions, is used today. 

“Radio cannot replace that system. I« 
is obvious that two hours a day cannot 
be set aside for the exclusive use of the 
Weather Bureau Tor its radio communi- 
eations, because many wave lengths 
would be required to avoid interference, 
and what is the equivaient of 11,090 mes- 
sages could not be sent and icceived on 
schedule time and with certainty in aa 
hour's time. 

„However, soon after Marconi had 
demonstrated the practicability of wire- 
less telegraphy as a means of communi- 
cation, the Weather Bureau saw a possi- 
bility of utilizing it to replace in pam, if 
not entirely, the circuit system. A trans- 
mitter and receiver were developed which 
were the best that had been produced up 
to that time, and continued in general 
use for many years. In 1904 a bward, 
consisting of representatives of the army 
and navy, recommended that the wirelesze 
work be co-ordinated in the Army ana 
Navy Departments. Under the terms of 
the report, the Weather Bureau cease 
to engage in wireless experiments and 
operations, The work on the Coasts and 
on the Great Lakes was assigned to the 
navy, and interior wireless communica- 
tions to the army. The navy undertook 
the collection for the Weather Bureau of 
meteorological reports from insular 
points and from ships at sea and the dis- 
semination of the forecast warnings for 
marine interests. 

“Wireless telegraphy has become indis- 
pensable in the work of the Weather Bu- 
rea u, both in the collection of reports and 
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Res plays a dual role in weather 


the dissemination of forecasts and warn- 
ings. Some idea of the part that it is 
playing may be gained by a resume of 
what is being accomplished thereby. 
Each day, especially during the hurri- 
cane season, the Weather Bureau re- 
ceives current observations, ‘not only 
from the 240 stations in the United States 
and Canada, but also from 22 Zuropean 
points, embracing England, Spain, Swit- 
zerland, Germany, Austria., Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, Poland, Denmark, Norway, Swe- 
den, Iceland, the Azores; from 36 places 
in the West Indies, Cuba, Central Ameri- 
can countries; from 17 stations in Mexico; 
from 12 places in the Pacific and the Far 
East. including Honolulu, Midway Island. 
Philippines, Japan and China, and from 
nine stations in Alaska. Most of these 
reports come by radio, and cable. 

“Utilizing the foreign reports, in con- 
junction with those taken ip the United 
States and Canada, the Weather Bureau 
is now able to and does prepare each day 
a synoptic of current weather conditions 
over the major part of the northern 
hemisphere. The only large land group 
not represented is that embraced in Si- 
beria, India and Russia. We hope to be 
able to obtain reports from Russia as 
soon as conditions in that country become 
more settled. 

“Meteorology is essentially an interna- 
tional science. Weather has no national 
allegiance. Cyclones and anticyclones 
pay no attention to boundary lines. Con- 
ditions prevailing in one country today 
may affect another tomorrow or maybe 
a week or more hence. There can be no 
national independence in meteorological 
work if the best results are to be ob- 
tained. That there has not been more 
extorsive exchange of observations is due 
to Umitations in communication fadcili- 
ties and in the large expenses involved. 
Radio communication has done much io 
overcome some of these difficulties, and 
is destined to do much more within the 
next few years. Arrangements have been 
made for furnishing the observatories at 
Manila and at Tokio with a system of 
United States and Alaskan reports. A 
daily message is forwarded to France 
containing about 30 observations from 
points in the United States and Canada 
and to receive in exchange an additional 
group of European reports. This is ac 
complished by radio. The reports sent 
to the French service are broadcast daily 
from the Eiffel Tower radio siation. 


The value of radio communication in 
the collection and exchange of meteoro- 
logical observations has been shown, but 
u most important and valuable feature of 
radio work has been in the 2ollection of 
reports from ships at ava. Storms will 
occur at sea as well as on land, ani 
oftimes with greater fury. Until the ad- 
vent of radio communication it was im- 
possible to obtain current information «s 
to the condition prevailing over the large 
water areas or to warn ships after they 
had left sight of land. Now it is possible 
to obtain reports from ships at sea with 
almost as much facility and promptness 
as from land areas. By means of these 
vessel reports storms and hurricanes are 
located over the water areas, their ſaton- 
sity, direction of movement and rate „ 
progress are determined, and the warn- 
ings are flashed back for the benefit of 
ships of all nations as a guide to tho 


masters in the navigation. of their ships. 
. meteorology and the progress of the 


and in taking measures of safety. 
“Here is one illustration of its great 
importance and value: Not long ago, by 


means of vessels reports, a hurricane 
was located in the Caribbean Sea south- 
west of Cuba 500 miles from land. For 
five days it traveled entirely over water 
areas. Its center, direction of move- 
ment, intensity and rate of progress was 
charied, and this information radioed 
four times daily to vessels in the South 
Atlantic, the Gulf of Mexico and the Ca- 
ribbean Sea, it was a storm of tremendous 
energy, such as few vessels could outride 
or escape without entire loss or great 
damage. The observations received from 
vessels during the progress of this storm 
clearly indicated that the warnings had 
been received and that many of them had 
turned back entirely or had changed their 
courses to escape the hurricane. During 
the progress of this storm all vessels 
were so well advised that not a single 
ship was lost or serioustry damaged, and 
property amecunting to many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars were saved us a 
result. 

“The dissemination of forecasts and 
warnings for the benefit of ships is the 
most complete and effective in the world. 
The marvelous advance of radio tele- 
phony has given the farmers a chance to 
also profit from weather reports. The 
Weather Bureau hastakenthe advantage 
that radio telephony provides for reach- 
ing the farmers, and arrangements have 
heen mace for the establishment of 
broadcasting systems in all the states. 
Forecasts and warnings are furnished to 
these stations and are broadcast on 
schedule hours two or three times daily. 
Ry these means we are able to give the 
farmer far greater benefit of the Weather 
Bureau than ever before, and I have no 
hesitation in making the prediction that 
in a very short time every progressive 
farmer who desires the weather farecast 
and warnings which are so essential to 
him in the cultivation and production of 
his crops will be able to obtain the in- 
formation with the same degree of celer- 
ity that is now made possible to the ur- 
ban communities. 

“In my opinion, radio offers greater 
potentialities for the advancement of me- 
teorological science than any other deve'- 
opment within the past 20 years. Wo 
must secure data as to conditions that 
are occurring in the inaccessible recions 
of the North and study them in rela- 
tion to weather sequencies. We know 
much of the laws in relation to storms 
and anticyclones; about where they form, 
and the effect of the rotation of the earth 
on their motions. We know that condi- 
tions in one region have a bearing on the 
weather in another; that a storm over 
one country today will move to another 
tomorrow, the next day or perhaps @ 
number of days later. We feel certain 
that conditions in and about the polar 
regions have a decided bearing on con- 
ditions of the inhabited regions of the 
southward. The crying need of meteor- 
ology is for more information from these 
places; more reports to form as complete 
charts for the northern hemisphere as 
may be possible. It is not to be sup- 
posed that telegraph, telephone or cable 
lines will ever be advanced into the froz- 
en regions of the North, but it is well 
within reason and expectation that scien- 
tists equipped with radio apparatus will 
penetrate into these regions, suffer hard- 
ships for the sake of science and send 
daily reports which will mean so much to

Into these holes fit small brass bolts as shown 
in Figure 4. These three holes will be designated as illustrated by 
the numbers 1, 2 and 3. Now between holes 1 and 2 and one-eizhth 
of an inch from each dri!l two more holes with a No. 58 drill. These 
holes are for securing the oscillator coupling coil, which consists 
of three ‘urns of No. 26 DSC wire, which starts under the head of 
bolt No. 1, passes up through the first small hole and is wound 
counter clockwise for three complete turns and taken dewn through 
the smali hole in front cf No. 2 terminal, to which it is secured. No. 
2 terminal is the common connection for all three coils. Starting 
at terminal 2 and winding in the same direction, wind on 72 turns 
of No. 26 DSC wire bringing it to terminal 3, where it is secured. A 
small hole should also be drilled in front of terminal 3 to permit 
the wire being carried dowr into the cylinder, to be secured under- 
neath the head of the bol at 3. 

Now at the head of the second coil wrap a strip of cambric or 
brown paper about five-sixteenths of an inch wide. On top of this. 
Starting with an anchorage under the head of terminal 2, wind eight 
and a half turns of 26 WSC wire. The extra half turn brings the 
end of the wire at the opposite of the coil. A loop of silk thread 
will serve to secure the end of the wire and prevent the coil from 
unwinding. The end of tais coil is then taken to terminal 4, which 
is located three-quarters of an inch from the end of the coil, as 
shown in Ficure 1. 

The entire coil should now be treated to a thin coating of col- 
lodion to keep the coills in position. Mounting holes for the sup- 
port of the coils should be drilled a quarter of an inch from each 
end and at an angie of $0 degrees from terminals 1 and 3. Finally 
a piece of wire is carried from the much-used terminal 2 to a 
grounding arrangement. 


THE: OSCILLATOR COIL. 


The oscillator coil is wound on the same size tubing as specified 
for the antenna tuning coil. Drill two holes with a No. 27 drill 
ha'f an inch in from each end, to which binding posts should be fit- 
ted. Now at an angle of $0 degrees from these holes drill two mor® 
holes, also a quarter of an inch in from each end of the tubing. On 
a line drawn lengthwise of the coil between either of the two sets 
of binding posts measure off three-quarters of an inch from the 
upper end and drill a small hole, then 1 7-16 inches from the end 
drill another hole. One end of the No. 26 DSC wire is secured un- 
der the head of the lower terminal and carried on the inside of the 
tubing. as indicated in Figure 5, to the uppermost small hole, where 
it is brought through to the surface of the coil; 34 turns are then 
wound on.

posed. The latter coil is connected in the grid circuit of the oscil- 
lator unit and the one having the transposed connections is in the 
Plate circuit. This coll, like the antenna coil, should be given a 
coating of collodion. 


THE INTERMEDIATE FREQUENCY UNIT. 


Up to this point the circuit is no different in theory or opera- 
tion than either of the super-heterodynes previously described. 
However, instead of passing through a filter at this point the cir- 
euit is changed and th: beat note passed to the first Stage of the 
intermediate frequency unit. 

For the benefit of those who have just started this series. the 
intermediate transformers are designed to function over a band 
of frequencies ranging b-tween 5000 and 20,000 meters, ite most 
efficient point of amplification being in the neighborhood of 10.000 
meters. This point has been selected as the best frequency at which 
to handle the signal. The transformers are matched so as to give 
equal amplification throughout. The transformers used in this re- 
ceiver have a emaller wave length range, from 8000 to 12.000 m 
ters, but have the peak at 10,000 meters, which is the most desir- 


able frequency to work with. Any other transformer can be used 
in this unit if it has th. proper characteristics, but it is suggested 
that those mentioned be used and possible trouble avoided. 


THE FILTER. 


The Ze Re intermediate frequency transformer, which is the 
filter system in this paricular variation of the super-heterodyne 
circuit. follows the intermediate amplifier unit and is connected be- 
between it and the second detector. In most circuits the filter fol- 
lows the first detector, the reason being to pass only the desired 
frequency for amplification in the intermediate stages and thus get 
the clearest possible signal and filtering out all undesirable sounds. 
Even in this position the filter must be of exceptional design to ac- 
complish its purpose 

Im the circuit under ciscussion the filter has to block out not 
only the undesirable frequencies which have amplified in the three 
successive stages of the intermediate section of the circuit, but 
also the tube noises which have been equaly amplified; but despite 
this, the unit seems to deliver an exceptionally free and clear signal 
to the second detector. Figure 6 shows the interior of the 30KC 
intermediate frequency transformer.

denser. A variable mica condenser may be used here instead of the 
fixed condenser if the beider cares to go to the additional expense. 
Once the conductor is set at the best operating point it will need no 
other attention or adjustment. 


TUBES. 


If it is impossible for the reader to purchase six matched tubes 
for this circuit, it will be necessary to resort to switching the tubes 
until the best combination ic obtained. However, if one is for- 
tunate enough to pos s a tube testing kit, the tubes should be 
measured for as equal mutual conductance as possible. The 199 
tubes, for which this circuit was designed, should have a mutual 
conductance of at least 300 microhms. It is doubtful if the mu- 
tual conductance will run much over 340 microhmas. 

Another important point about the operation of the tubes, par- 
ticularly the 199 type, ic that the Glament voltage should be kept 
at, or as near as possible at, the operating voltage. In the case of 
the 199 tube the voltage adjustment is as critical as the current.
